Chaffey Union high school and 
Chaffey junior college on Tues- 
day, September 11, with the larg- 
est enrollment yet recorded at the 
institutions, it is announced by 
Dr. Merton E. Hill, principal. An 
increase of from ten to fifteen 
per cent in attendance over last. 
fyear is expected. The total 
registration will probably total 
about 1800 students. 

All students will register next 
week, the high school freshmen 
registering on Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 4, from 9:00 a. m. to 4:30 pn. 
m. All other high school classes 
will register Wednesday and 
Thursday, September 5 and 6, 
from 8:00 a. m. to 4:30 p. m. It 
is necessary that all high students 
pre-register before their courses 
may be arranged. Those st- 
dents who have not pre-registered 
should do so at the principal’s 
office any time before September 
4, Students who fail to pre- 
register before the regular regis- 
tration days may do so during 
registration, but their cards will 
not be ready for twenty-four 
hours hours after they pre-regis- 
ter. 

Junior college students will reg- 
ister Friday, September 7, from 
8 a. m. to 4:30 p. m. It is ad- 
visable for students to consulc 
with Dean Booth at his office 
prior to registration.

Ten months before the Consti- 
tution of the United States was 
signed, nearly eleven years after 
the Declaration of Independence 
was signed, six years after the 
Revolutionary War was over, 
George Washington wrote to James 
Madison: ‘No day was ever more 
cloudy than the present, we are 
fast verging to anarchy and con- 
fusion.”’ 

At that time each of the thir- 
teen original states was a separ- 
ate entity, having nothing in com- 
mon in their local ideals and 
plans. They could not and did not 
make any progress, and Washing- 
ton had cause to feel his aiarm as 
expressed in the letter to Madison, 
but four years after the Constitu- 
tion was drawn up and ratified at 
Philadelphia, conditions in the 
United States had so changed that 
George Washington had occasion 
to write to his friend: ‘The Unit- 
ed States enjoys a scene of pros- 
perity and tranquility far greater 
than it could ever be hoped for.” 

Organization Helps 


The power that caused this 
transfiguration in national govern- 
ment is the same that has caused 
Lionism to succeed. First, organ- 
ized efforts banded together in a 
common cause; second, men, great 
in natural ability, strong of char- 
acter, studying the successful ac- 
tivities of other Lions clubs in 
every part of America and apply- 
ing these methods in their own 
communities through the coordin- 
ation of efforts created by central 
directing body, the International 


office.

In fact, physicians claim that ‘this way of 
eating the grape is of more value to the alimentary system 
than the more fastidious way of dispensing with seeds and 
skins. The luscious fruit, of course, should not be swallowed 
whole any more than you wotld a baked potato...
